This  year  there  will  be  four  Eclipses;  two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon. 

The  first  is  a  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  the  8th  of  Feb.  in  the  morning  at 
4  o’clock  23  min.  This  eclipse  is  visible  at  Philadelphia.  It  will  be  visible  on 
the  Pacific  Ocean  and  Asia. 

The  second  is  an  annular  eclipse  of  the  Sun  on  the  22d  of  Feb.,  at  2  o’clock 
18  min.,  P.  M.,  invisible  at  Philadelphia.  The  eclipse  will  be  visible  on  the 
Southern  Pacific  Ocean,  Western  South  America  and  Central  America. 

The  third  is  a  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  August  3d,  3  o’clock  8  min.,  P.M.; 
therefore  invisible.  Visible  in  Western  Asia. 

The  fourth  is  a  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  August  18th;  invisible  here.  Visible 
in  Northern  Asia,  where  it  will  be  total,  also  visible  in  Norway,  North  Pacific 
Ocean  and  Alaska.

The  Reformed  Church  in  France 


Is  small  in  numbers  but  strong  in  faith 
and  influence.  She  numbers  only  750,- 
000  out  of  a  population  of  over  30,000,- 

000.  And  yet  in  the  Cabinet  of  ex- 

.  * 

President  McMahon,  out  of  nine  min¬ 
isters,  five  were  Protestants.  A  Catholic 
once  asked  him  why,  when  there  were 


so  few  Protestants,  he  had  so  many  in 
his  Cabinet.  He  answered  that  he  could 
not  help  it— it  was  because  they  told 
the  truth.  It  is  a  very  interesting  fact 
that  at  the  Sorbonne,  the  University  of 
France,  which  drove  Calvin  out  of  Paris 
and  condemned  Protestants  in  the  sever¬ 
est  terms,  the  rector  of  the  faculty  of 
the  Sorbonne  is  to-day  a  Protestant. 
Out  of  the  French  Chamber  of  Depu¬ 
ties,  one-twelfth  of  them  are  Protes¬ 
tant.  And  they  are  not  the  smallest 
twelfth  by  any  means.  They  are  very 
influential  in  that  Chamber.  The  name 
of  Dr.  Presseuse,  who  is  a  ,life  member 
of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  is  suffic¬ 
ient  to  indicate  the  character  and 
strength  of  the  Protestants  there.  Most, 
if  not  all  of  these,  are  members  of  the 
Reformed  Church  of  France,  the  old 
Huguenot  Church.  Our  Reformed 
Church  does  not  need  to  be  ashamed  of 
her  relatives  abroad,  but  she  ought  to 
rejoice  that  she  is  so  influential  in  form¬ 
ing  the  future  of  that  new  Republic  of 
France.

And  to  this  day  the  pastor  and  the 
schoolmaster  are  the  two  most  im¬ 
portant  personages  in  every  German 
and  Swiss  village.

Railroads  Fifty-Three  Years  Ago. 

With  such  a  net- work  of  railroads  as 
is  stretched  over  our  continent  to-day, 
the  young  people  can  hardly  realize  that 
a  little  more  than  half  a  century  ago 
there  were  no  cars.  The  Boston  Free 
Press  says : 

“It  is  just  fifty-three  years  ago  since 
the  first  trip  was  taken  on  the  Albany  & 
Schenectady  Railroad.  The  cars  were 
coach-bodies  from  an  Albany  livery- 
stable,  mounted  on  trucks.  The  trucks 
were  coupled  with  chains,  leaving  two 
or  three  feet  slack,  so  that  when  the 
train  started,  the  passengers  were 
jerked  from  their  seats;  and  in  stopping, 
were  sent  flying  back.  The  locomotive 
fuel  was  pitch-pine,  and  a  dense  volume 
of  the  blackest  smoke  floated  toward 
the  train.  Those  on  top  of  the  coaches 


had  to  raise  their  umbrellas;  but 
in  less  than  a  mile,  the  cloth  was 
burned  off,  and  the  frames 
thrown  away.  The  passengers 
spent  the  rest  of  the  time  in 
whipping  each  other’s  clothes  to 
put  out  the  fire,  the  sparks  from 
which  were  as  big  as  one’s 
thumb-nail,  Everybody  had 
heard  of  the  trip,  and  came 
thronging  to  the  track  as  though 
a  presidential  candidate  were 
on  exhibition.  They  drove  as 
close  as  they  could  get  to  the 
railroad  to  secure  a  place  to  look 
at  this  new  curiosity.  The  horses  every¬ 
where  took  fright,  and  the  roads  in  the 
vicinity  were  strewn  with  the  wrecks  of 
vehicles.  At  first,  the  stage  custom  of 
‘booking’  passengers  —  entering  their 
names — prevailed,  but  it  fell  into  disuse. 
One  list  reads :  ‘Boy,  Lady,  Stranger, 
Friend,  Whiskers.’  A  Boston  paper 
said  a  railroad  to  that  city  would  be  as 
useless  as  one  to  the  moon.  A  member 
of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  op¬ 
posed  it  on  the  ground  that  nobody  ever 
heard  of  such  a  thing,  and  it  would  be 
improper  to  take  people’s  land  for  a 
project  that  no  one  knew  about.”

But  to  return  to ^e.” 

Here  is  one  that  has  never  been  pub¬ 
lished  : 

Whoe’er  indeed  this  book  may  read. 
Disdain  book  folds  and  blots  despise ; 

And  should  it  roam  away  from  home, 

A  prompt  return  I  would  advise. 

A  certain  literary  gentleman  has  this 
line  written  in  his  books : 

“Any  one  may  borrow,  but  a  gentle¬ 
man  returns.” 

And  still  more  terse  and  to  the  point 
is  this  Scriptural  quotation,  which  is 
«aid  to  be  used  by  David  W.  Jaynes : 

“Go  thou  rather  to  them  that  sell,  and 
huy  for  yourselves.” 

Aaron  Putnam,  living  about  a  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago,  made  use  of  these  lines : 

“The  wicked  borrow,  but  do  not  re¬ 
turn  again.  See  that  thou  art  not  one 
of  that  number.” 

The  truth  of  the  following  verse  has 
been  made  known  to  many  a  lender  and 
loser  of  his  precious  volumes : 


^‘Not  that  imparted  knowledge  doth 
Diminish  learning’s  store ; 

But  books,  I  find,  if  often  lent. 

Return  to  me  no  more.” 

The  subjoined  severe  lines,  it  is  said, 
were  employed  by  a  Massachusetts  man, 
who  had  been  greatly  annoyed  by  the 
loss  of  a  number  of  books  through  the 
carelessness  of  borrowers : 

‘‘Stern  power  of  justice,  lift  thy  wand. 

In  spite  of  mercy’s  look : 

Strike  him  who,  with  presumptuous  hand. 
Purloins  this  valued  book.”

Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States. 


This  Mission  was  inaugurated  in  1879, 
by  sending  out  the  Rev.  A.  D.  Gring, 
and  wife.  Since  then,  Rev.  J.  P.  Moore, 
and  wife.  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy,  and  Miss  Liz¬ 
zie  B.  Poorbaugh  and  Miss  Mary  B.  Ault 
have  been  commissioned  and  added  to 
the  force. 

The  two  senior  missionaries  have  ac¬ 
quired  a  knowledge  of  the  language, 
and  are  now  engaged  in  active  evan¬ 
gelistic  work,  preaching  and  adminis¬ 
tering  the  ordinances  to  the  people  in 
their  own  tongue.  These  are  laboring, 
for  the  present,  in  Tokio  and  vicinity. 
Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy  has  been  located  at 
Sendai.  The  ladies  are  also  there,  and 
will  establish  a  female  seminary  in  that 
city. 

The  city  of  Sendai  is  located  in  the 
Ken  or  Province  of  Miyaka,  in  North 
Western  Japan,  with  a  population  of 
60,000,  while  the  Province  has  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  653,159. 


There  are  319  professing  Christians  in 
the  province,  showing  the  vastness  of 
the  field,  and  the  great  work  to  be  done. 

Our  mission  has  joined  the  Confed¬ 
erated  Union  of  the  churches  of  the 
Presbyterial  order,  for  co-operation  in 
foreign  mission  work.  This  union  has 
assigned  to  our  church  the  whole  of 
Sendai,  embracing  a  self-supporting 
church,  with  a  large  membership,  and 
has  thus  rendered  us  one  of  the  more 
prominent  missions  in  Japan. 

By  the  statistical  list  of  the  various 
missions,  we  have,  at  present,  5  mission¬ 
aries,  3  congregations,  7  preaching 
places,  5  evangelists,  (natives)  several 
teachers,  2  schools,  125  day  scholars,  2 
Sunday-schools  and  50  Sunday-school 
scholars.  The  fi  Id  is  opening  before  us, 
and  our  work  is  flourishing;  115  converts 
were  baptized  and  confirmed  in  1885. 

The  Lord  has  opened  up  to  our  church 
a  field  of  great  importance,  and  our 
duty  is  evidently  to  take  possession  and 
cultivate  it  to  his  glory.  Our  responsi¬ 
bility  is  great,  so  is  our  ability,  and  ac¬ 
cordingly  as  we  meet  the  one,  and  em¬ 
ploy  the  other,  shall  we  be  prospered, 
and  souls  be  converted  to  Christ. 


The  Gregorian  Year-Old  and  New 
Style. 

The  civil  or  legal  year  in  England 
formerly  commenced  on  the  25th  day  of 
March.  This  practice  continued  through¬ 
out  the  British  Dominions  till  the  year 
1752.  Then  the  new  or  Gregorian  style 
was  introduced,  which  makes  the  year 
commence  the  1st  day  of  January.  But 
before  said  period  (1752),  as  some  other 
nations  had  adopted  the  new  style,  it 
was  usual  for  English  writers  to  desig¬ 
nate  both  years,  if  the  event  occurred 
before  the  25th  day  of  March.  Thus  we 
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have  Washington’s  birth  designated 
February  11,  1731-2.  That  is,  it  the 
year  commenced  the  25th  of  March,  it 
be  February  11,1731;  but  if 'the  year 
commenced  the  1st  of  January,  it  would 
ibe  February  11,  1732,  or  according  to 
;the  new  style,  February  22, 1732. 

To  change  “old  style”  into  “new 
style,”  10  days  must  be  added,  if  the 
event  happened  before  the  1st  of  March, 
1700;  11  days  if  between  1700  and  1800; 
12  days  between  1800  and  1900;  13  days 
between  1900  and  2100.  For  want  of 
attention  to  these  rules,  the  anniversary 
of  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  of  Ply¬ 
mouth,  December  11  (old  style),  1621, 
has  for  years  been  celebrated  on  the 
22d  instead  of  the  21st  of  December. 


Badges  of  the  Apostles. 


The  painters  of  the  Middle  Ages  used 
to  represent  the  apostles  with  special 
badges  which  were  generally  symbolical 
of  some  incident  in  their  lives.  Andrew 
was  depicted  with  a  cross,  because  he 
was  crucified;  Bartholomew  with  a  knife, 
because  he  was  flayed;  James  the 
Greater  with  a  pilgrim's  staff  and  gourd 
bottle,  because  he  was  the  patron  saint 
of  pilgrims;  James  the  Less  with  a 
fuller’s  pole,  because  he  was  slain  by 
Simeon  the  fuller  with  a  blow  on  the 
head  with  his  pole;  John  with  a  cup  and 
a  winged  sei'pent  flying  out  of  it,  in  al¬ 
lusion  to  the  tradition  that  the  apostle 
was  changed  by  a  priest  of  Diana  to 
drink  a  cup  of  poison.  John  made  the 
sign  of  the  cross  on  the  cup,  whereupon 
Satan,  like  a  dragon,  flew  from  it,  and 
the  apostle  drank  the  cup  with  safety. 
Judas  was  represented  with  a  bag,  be¬ 
cause  he  bare  the  bag  and  “what  w’as 
put  therein;”  J ude,  with  a  club,  because 


he  was  killed  by  that  weapon;  Matthew, 
with  a  hatchet,  because  he  was  slain  by 
one;  Matthias,  with  a  battle-ax,  because 
after  having  been  stoned,  he  was  be¬ 
headed;  Paul,  with  a  sword,  because  his 
head  was  cut  off*  with  one;  Peter,  with  a 
bunch  of  keys  and  also  with  a  cock;  in 
reference  to  the  familiar  episodes; 
Philip,  with  a  long  staff  surmounted  by 
a  cross,  because  he  died  by  being  hung 
by  the  neck  to  a  tall  pillar;  Simon,  with 
a  saw,  because  he  was  sawn  to  death; 
Thomas,  with  a  lance,  because  his  body 
was  pierced  with  a  lance. 


Remarkable  Frosts. 


In  the  year  220,  a  frost  in  Britain 
lasted  five  months;  in  250,  the  Thames 
was  frozen  nine  weeks;  291,  most  rivers 
in  Britain  frozen  six  weeks;  359,  severe 
frost  in  Scotland  for  fourteen  weeks;  508, 
the  rivers  in  Britain  frozen  for  two 
months;  558,  Danube  quite  frozen  over; 
695,  Thames  frozen  six  weeks,  and 
booths  built  on  it;  759,  Frost  from  Octo¬ 
ber  1  till  February  26  following;  827, 
frost  in  England  for  nine  weeks;  859, 
carriages  used  on  the  Adriatic;  908,  most 
rivers  in  England  frozen  two  months; 
923,  the  Thames  frozen  thirteen  weeks; 
987,  frost  lasted  130  days,  begun  Decem¬ 
ber  22;  998,  Thames  frozen  five  weeks; 
1035,  severe  frosts  on  June  24,  the  corn 
and  fruits  destroyed;  1063,  the  Thames 
frozen  fourteen  weeks;  1076,  frost  in 
England  from  November  till  April;  1114, 
several  wooden  bridges  carried  away  by 
ice;  1205,  frost  from  January  15  till 
March  22;  1407.  frost  that  lasted  fifteen 
weeks;  1434,  from  November  24  till  Feb¬ 
ruary  10,  Thames  frozen  down  to 
Gravesend;  1683,  frost  for  thirteen 
weeks;  1708-9,  an  extraordinary  frost 
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throughout  the  most  parts  of  Europe, 
though  scareely  felt  in  Scotland  or  Ire¬ 
land;  1715,  severe  frosts  for  many  weeks; 
1739,  one  for  nine  weeks,  begun  Decem¬ 
ber  14;  1742,  severe  frost  for  manv 
weeks;  1747,  severe  frost  in  Russia;  1754, 
severe  one  in  England;  1760,  the  same 
in  Germany;  1776,  the  same  in  England; 
1788,  the  Thames  frozen  below  London 
bridge,  and  booths  erected  on  it;  1795, 
the  Zuyder  Zee  frozen  over,  and  the 
Tivers  of  Holland  passed  by  the  French. 


An  Interesting  Relic. 


The  carriage  in  which  the  First  Na¬ 
poleon  made  his  famous  retreat  from 
Moscow,  and  in  which  he,  as  emperor, 
set  out  from  Paris  in  the  campaign 
which  closed  at  Waterloo,  is  now  pre¬ 
served  in  London  among  the  effects  of 
the  Duke  of  Wellington.  It  is  a  two- 
seated  conveyance,  and  the  top,  or 
cover,  is  lined  with  thin  sheet-iron. 
There  is  also  a  front  curtain  or  iron, 
which  can  be  lowered  at  will.  The 
wheels  are  large  and  heavy,  and  the 
steps  at  either  side  silver-finished  and  of 
curious  design. 

The  rear  seat  was  the  one  used  by  Na¬ 
poleon.  Under  the  cushion  of  the  seat 
he  carried  blankets  and  pillows.  The 
back  of  the  front  seat  opens,  and  at  the 
right  hand  forms  a  small  cupboard,  in 
which  were  tin  plates,  knives,  spoons, 
water  can,  and  a  small  fluid  lamp.  On 
the  left  is  a  long  opening,  extending  for¬ 
ward  nearly  to  the  ‘‘dash  board,”  and 
into  which  the  emperor  of  the  first  na¬ 
tion  of  Europe  was  wont  to  extend  his 
feet  and  legs,  in  order  that  he  might  lie 
at  full  length.  The  blankets,  pillows, 
spoons,  knives,  and  lamps  that  were 
used  by  the  emperor  are  still  preserved. 


An  Item  for  Boys. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  a  boy  who 
learns  a  trade  should  follow  it  all  his 
life.  Governor  Palmer,  of  Illinois,  was 
once  a  country  blacksmith,  and  began 
his  political  career  in  Macoupin  county. 
A  circuit  judge  in  the  central  part  of 
Illinois  was  a  tailor.  Thomas  Hoyne,  a 
rich  and  eminent  lawyer  of  Illinois,  was 
once  a  bookbinder.  Erastus  Corning, 
of  New  York,  too  lame  to  do  hard  labor 
commenced  as  a  shop  boy  in  Albany. 
When  he  applied  for  employment  first, 
he  was  asked,  ‘‘Why,  my  little  boy, 
what  can  you  do?”  “Can  do  what  I  am 
bid,”  was  the  answer  which  secured  him 
a  place.  Senator  Wilson,  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  was  a  shoemaker;  Thurlow  Weed 
served  his  time  as  an  apprentice  at  the 
printing  business;  ex-Governor  Stone,  of 
Iowa,  was  a  cabinetmaker,  as  was  also 
the  late  Hon.  Stephen  A.  Douglass  in 
his  youth.  Large  numbers  of  men  of 
prominence  now  living  have  risen  from 
humble  life  by  dint  of  industry,  without 
which  talent  is  as  a  gold  coin  on  a  bar¬ 
ren  island.  Work  alone  makes  men 
bright,  and  it  does  not  alone  depend  on 
the  kind  of  work  you  have,  whether  you 
rise  or  not;  it  depends  certainly,  on  how 
you  do  it.

They  are 
very  anxious  to  procure  servants,  and 
are  all  the  time  on  the  lookout,  among 
the  boys  and  girls,  to  see  who  will  enter 
their  service.  Mr.  Goodhabit  is  a  very 
pleasant  man,  and  all  who  enter  his  ser¬ 
vice  are  sure  of  a  pleasant  life,  while 
Mr.  Badhabit  is  a  tyrant,  and  makes  all 
in  his  employ  unhappy  and  miserable. 
Be  careful,  boys,  be  careful,  girls,  whose 
service  you  enter.  You  will  be  likely 
to  continue  under  the  one  you  choose, 
for  these  masters  seldom  relinquish  their 
hold  upon  those  in  their  employ.  If 
vou  agree,  in  youth,  to  serve  Mr.  Bad¬ 
habit,  you  will  find  him  claiming  your 
service  all  through  life,  and  as  the  ydars 
go  on  you  will  be  more  and  more  in  his 
power. 


Backbiting.— Reader,  before  you  find 
fault  with  persons  behind  their  back, 
you  should  ask  yourself  these  questions; 
1.  Is  it  kind?  2.  Is  it  true?  3.  Is  it 
necessary? 

Reverence  is  always  due  to  aged  peo¬ 
ple.  God,  nature  and  a  proper  educa¬ 
tion  say  to  the  young,  reverence  old  age. 
Gray  hairs  are  a  crown  of  glory  when 
found  in  the  way  of  righteousness.

Is  this 
glorifying  God,  or  is  it  well-pleasing  to 
him?  He  rather  prefers  the  pure  and 
consecrated  heart,  than  the  outward  dis¬ 
plays  and  vain  glory  of  man. 

A  little  boy  was  going  past  a  liquor 
saloon— the  door  of  which  was  wide 
open— with  his  dog  Sport.  The  dog,  not 
knowing  any  better,  went  in,  and  his 
little  master  was  soon  after  him,  with 
the  following  good  bit  of  advice: 
“Come  out  of  there.  Sport;  don’t  be  dis¬ 
gracing  the  family.” 

The  inhabitants  of  the  Solomon 
Islands  have  a  curious  system  of  de¬ 
cimal  currency.  A  cocoanut  seems  to 
be  the  unit.  But  the  circulation  medi¬ 
um  consists  of  strings  of  white  and  red 
shell  beads,  dog’s  teeth,  and  porpoise 
teeth.  One  string  of  white  money  is 
equivalent  to  ten  cocoanuts  or  one  flat 
stick  of  tobacco.  Ten  strings  of  white 
money  make  one  string  of  red  money, 
or  one  dog's  tooth;  ten  dog’s  teeth  makes 
one  “isa”  (or  fifty  porpoise  teeth);  and 
ten  isas  are  equivalent  to  “one  good 
quality  wife.”  So  that  a  wife  in  good 
society  is  worth  ten  thousand  cocoanuts.

Kev.  Ambrose  D.  Gring  and  wife,  our 
first  missionaries  to  Japan,  landed  at 


Yokohama  June  1, 1879.  The  contribu¬ 
tions  from  July  1, 1879,  to  September  23, 
1886,  seven  years  and  nearly  four 
months,  amounted  to  $43,470.79.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year  July  1,  1880,  to  July  1, 
1881,  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale 
of  the  Mission  House  Certificates 
accounts  for  the  comparatively  large 
sum  received  in  that  year.  So,  also, 
during  the  eight  months  of  May  6, 1884, 
to  December  31,  1884,  a  large  amount 
was  received  from  the  sale  of  the  pic¬ 
tures  of  the  school-house  and  preaching- 
place  at  Nihon  Bashi  in  Tokio.  A 
noticeable  feature  also  in  the  foregoing 
table  is  the  fact  that  from  October  9, 1865, 
to  1879,  nearly  fourteen  years,  while 
we  had  no  foreign  missionary  of  our 
own  and  while  the  liturgical  controversy 
agitated  the  church,  comparatively  noth¬ 
ing  was  given  to  the  cause.  The  Peace 
Commission  met  in  December,  1879,  and 
happily  laid  the  basis  of  peace,  and  the 
church  received  a  new  baptism  of  zeal. 
In  the  seven  years  following  she  gave 
$43,470.79,  while  in  the  thirty-nine  years 
previous  to  that  time  she  gave  only 
$30,215.95. 


SUGGESTIONS. 


Very  Inexpensive  Screens  can  be 
made  at  home  by  covering  an  ordinary 
clothes-horse  or  common  wooden  frame 
with  dark  felt  or  plush,  upon  which  Chi¬ 
nese  crape  pictures  can  be  mounted.  If 
the  cloth  is  fastened  within  the  margin 
of  the  work  the  latter  can  be  econo¬ 
mized,  and  a  nice  finish  given  to  the 
screen  by  a  beading  of  chenille  where 
the  cloth  is  nailed  on. 

To  Keep  Butter  Hard  in  hot  weather 
without  ice.  Invert  a  large  crock  of 
earthenware  (not  glazed)  over  the  dish 
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on  which  the  butter  is.  The  porousness 
of  this  earthenware  will  keep  the  butter 
cool  and  hard,  and  all  the  more  so  if  the 
pot  be  wrapped  in  a  wet  cloth  with  a 
little  water  in  the  dish  with  the  butter. 

To  Preserve  Seaweed.  —  Wash  the 
seaweed  well  in  fre^h  water  to  remove 
the  sticky  saltness  which  pervades  it: 
then  take  a  plate  or  shallow  vessel,  and 
having  cut  paper  or  card  to  the  size  re¬ 
quired,  place  it  under  the  specimen,  and 
while  under  the  water  spread  out  the 
plant  as  naturally  as  may  be,  either 
with  the  fingers  or  a  camel's-hair  brush. 
Raise  the  paper  carefully  into  a  slanting 
position  to  drain  ofi  the  water.  Have 
at  hand  a  piece  of  board  or  very  thick 
pasteboard,  lay  two  or  three  sheets  of 
blotting  paper  on  it,  upon  which  place 
the  specimen,  putting  smoothly  over  it 
a  piece  of  cambric  or  linen ;  then  more 
blotting  paper,  another  pasteboard,  and 
so  on  alternately  till  all  your  specimens 
are  arranged.  Place  on  the  uppermost 
board  a  weight.  The  blotting  paper  and 
eambric  will  require  to  be  removed  and 
dried  every  day  or  two,  as  much  moist¬ 
ure  exudes.  When  quite  dry  the  speci¬ 
mens  can  be  arranged  in  a  book  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  taste  of  the  collector,  with 
the  names,  date  of  finding,  and  locality 
written  clearly  below.  In  most  cases 
the  natural  gum  of  the  specimen  will  af¬ 
fix  it  firmly  to  the  paper;  but  should  it 
get  loose,  the  best  thing  to  use  will  be 
one  of  the  sea- weeds  themselves,  viz.: 
the  carrageen,  or  Irish  moss  as  it  is  call¬ 
ed.  It  is  very  glutinous,  and,  when 
boiled,  makes  a  jelly  which  some  people 
are  extremely  fond  of.  A  little  of  this 
glutinous  matter  will  do  better  than 
gum-arabic  for  fixing  refractory  speci¬ 
mens  into  their  required  places. 

When  Peeling  Onions,  to  keep  the 


eyes  from  smarting. — Have  the  onions 
under  water  in  a  dish  while  paring  them, 
and  you’ll  not  be  troubled. 

If  the  Broom  is  Wearing  away  un¬ 
evenly,  place  its  bottom  part  in  boiling 
water  for  a  moment  or  two,  shake  out,  as 
dry  as  possible,  tie  a  string  around  it  to 
improve  its  shape,  and  finish  drying  in 
sun  or  near  the  stove.  When  dry,  trim 
of  the  ends  that  are  uneven.  Whisk 
brooms  may  be  similarly  treated. 

It  is  Said  that  Sassafras  Bark  scat¬ 
tered  through  dried  fruit,  will  keep  out 
worms.  Easily  tried. 

Never  Use  Tea  for  washing  out  the 
eyes  if  weak  or  inflamed;  it  is  injurious. 
Tea  is  not  a  bad  article  to  use  on  house- 
plants. 

A  Lamp  standing  for  some  time  in  a 
cold  room  and  then  filled  full  of  coal 
oil,  will  run  over  through  the  expansion 
of  the  oil  when  taken  to  where  it  is 
warm.  Then  the  lamp  may  be  blamed 
for  leaking.  To  obviate  this,  never  fill 
the  lamp  quite  full. 

Wash  Ivory  well  in  soap  and  water, 
with  a  small  brush  to  clean  the  carv¬ 
ings,  and  place  while  wet  in  full  sun¬ 
shine.  Wet  for  two  or  three  days  sev¬ 
eral  times  a  day  with  soapy  water;  still 
keeping  it  in  the  sun  with  a  glass  shade 
over;  then  wash  again  and  it  will  be 
beautifully  white. 

Scot  put  around  small  plants  will 
drive  away  insects. 

Green  Sage  put  in  a  closet  will  clear 
it  of  red  ants. 

An  Ordinary  Pail  may  be  lined  with 
silk  or  satin,  and  painted  upon  the  out¬ 
side  with  pretty  selections  of  vines  and 
flowers,  and  used  as  a  paper  receptacle 
or  scrap  receiver.  The  handle  should 
be  replaced  by  a  showy  cord.  ^ 
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Chamois  Skin. — Chamois  skins  are  not 
derived  from  the  chamois  as  many  peo¬ 
ple  suppose,  but  are  the  flesh  side  of 
sheep  skins.  The  skins  are  soaked  in 
lime  water  and  in  a  solution  of  sulphuric 
acid,  fish  oil  is  poured  over  them,  and 
they  are  then  carefully  washed  in  a  so¬ 
lution  of  potash. 

Eugs.— To  make  a  rug  gather  up  all 
your  old  woolen  stockings,  and  cut  them 
in  strips  about  an  inch  wide  lengthwise. 
Then  begin  at  one  end  and  ravel  to 
within  four  stitches  of  the  edge.  Take 
a  piece  of  old  carpet,  cut  the  shape  and 
sew  the  fringe  around  the  edge,  then 
another  row  so  the  fringe  covers  the  un¬ 
raveled  stitches,  and  so  on  until  you 
have  reached  the  centre.  You  can  either 
sew  several  rows  of  the  colors  so  as  to 
make  it  striped,  or  you  can  sew  them  on 
hit  or  miss. 


SPECIAL  DISHES. 


Scones. — Put  two  pounds  of  flour  in  a 
bowl  and  add  salt  to  taste.  Make  a  hole 
in  the  middle  of  the  flour  and  stir  in 
gently  one  quart  of  sour  milk  in  which 
has  been  dissolved  half  a  teaspoonful  of 
<5ream  tartar  and  one  teaspoonful  of 
soda.  The  dough  should  be  thick  enough 
to  be  lifted  on  the  paste  board  and  rolled 
into  the  shape  of  the  pan.  It  must  not 
be  kneaded.  Bake  in  a  hot  oven. 

Snow  Ball  CusTARD.—Add  the  whites 
of  three  eggs  well  beaten,  to  one  pint  of 
boiling  milk,  dipping  them  into  the  milk 
in  tablespoonfuls.  As  they  rise  turn 
them,  and  when  done  put  them  into  the 
pudding  dish;  then  put  the  beaten 
yolks,  sweetened  to  taste,  into  the  milk; 
stir  until  it  thickens,  remove  from  the 
fire  and  flavor  with  lemon.  Turn  this 


custard  into  a  glass  dish  and  lay  the 
whites  on  the  top.  It  is  delicious. 

Prune  Pudding. — A  delicious  pudding 
is  made  by  stewing  a  pound  of  prunes 
till  they  are  soft,  remove  the  stones  and 
sugar  to  your  taste,  and  whites  of  three 
eggs  beaten  to  a  stiff*  froth.  Make  a 
puff*  paste  for  the  bottom  of  the  pudding 
dish.  After  beating  the  eggs  and  the 
prunes  together  till  they  are  thoroughly 
mixed,  spread  them  on  the  crust.  Bake 
for  half  an  hour,  or  until  you  are  sure 
the  crust  is  done. 

Spice  Cookies. —  One  and  one-half 
cups  of  brown  sugar,  two  eggs,  one-half 
cup  of  butter,  two  tablespoons  sweet 
milk,  one  cup  of  currants,  one  teaspoon 
of  soda,  cloves,  cinnamon  and  nutmeg. 

Delicate  Cake. — Whites  of  eight  eggs, 
one  cup  of  butter,  two  cups  of  sugar, 
three  cups  of  flower,  two-thirds  of  a  cup 
of  sweet  milk,  two  teaspoons  of  baking 
powder. 

Potato  Puffs. — Take  any  outside  slices 
of  cold  meat,  chop  and  season  with  pep¬ 
per,  salt,  and  cut  pickles.  Mash  pota¬ 
toes,  making  them  into  paste  with  an 
egg.  Eoll  out  with  a  dust  of  flour.  Cut 
round  with  a  saucer.  Put  the  seasoned 
meat  on  one-half  and  fold  like  a  puff*. 
Fry  a  little  brown. 

Lemon  Toast. — Beat  the  yolks  of  three 
eggs  and  mix  with  them  half  a  pint  of 
milk ;  dip  slices  of  bread  into  the  mix¬ 
ture,  then  fry  them  a  delicate  brown  in 
boiling  butter.  Take  the  whites  of  the 
eggs,  beat  them  to  a  froth,  add  to  them 
three  ounces  of  white  sugar  and  juice  of 
a  small  lemon.  Stir  in  a  small  teacup¬ 
ful  of  boiling  water  and  serve  as  a  sauce 
over  the  toast. 

Eoast  Mutton  Hashed.— Eemove  all 
tendons  and  skin  from  some  cold  roast 
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and  cut  it  up  very  small,  with  backed 
chestnuts  or  cooked  potatoes.  Then 
place  a  stew  pan  over  a  moderate  fire, 
put  into  it  some  butter  and  flour  5  mix 
them  well,  and  allow  them  to  become 
brown.  Then  put  the  minced  materials 
into  the  pan,  and  fry  them  all  together; 
afterward  season  with  salt  and  pepper, 
and  add  some  gravy  or  stock  broth,  and 
let  them  simmer  over  a  gentle  fire  for 
one  hour.  Now  add  a  piece  of  butter 
the  size  of  an  egg,  and  serve  with  poach¬ 
ed  eggs,  garnished  with  crust  of  bread 
cut  small. 

Kidney  Stew.— Soak  kidney  in  salted 
water  at  least  half  an  hour.  Drain  ofi‘ 
water  and  wipe  dry.  Cut  into  bits.  Fry 
brown  with  a  tablespoonful  of  butter 
and  one  of  chopped  onions;  mix  with 
them  a  tablespoonful  of  flour,  a  little 
pepper  and  salt,  and  put  in  boiling  wa¬ 
ter  and  boil  gently  for  ten  or  fifteen 
minutes ;  then  serve  hot. 

Pickle  for  Tongues  and  Beef.  W a- 
ter,  one  gallon;  common  salt,  two  lbs.; 
saltpetre,  four  oz.;  sal  prunella,  one  oz., 
brown  sugar,  three-fourths  lb.  Boil  the 
whole  well  together.  A  tongue  should 
be  pickled  fourteen  days  before  it  is  con¬ 
sidered  well  cured. 

Lemon  Cheese  Cakes. — Take  one  lb. 
crushed  loaf  sugar,  one  half  lb.  butter, 
six  eggs  leaving  out  two  of  the  whites, 
the  grated  rind  of  two  and  the  juice  of 
three  lemons.  Place  the  whole  in  a 
sauce-pan,  and  let  simmer  until  it  thick¬ 
ens  to  the  consistency  of  honey,  stirring 
the  whole  time.  When  cold  place  in 
jars  for  use ;  it  will  keep  twelve  months. 

Lemon  Jelly,  to  make,  squeeze  the 
juice  from  twelve  lemons,  and  add  one 
lb.  loaf  sugar,  two  oz.  isinglass.  Let  it 
boil  twenty  minutes ;  then  strain  it. 


Baking  Powder. — Carbonate  of  soda, 
one  oz.;  tartaric  acid  three-fourths  oz.j 
flour,  one-fourth  lb.  Mix  thoroughly 
and  keep  tightly  covered  in  a  dry  place. 

Tip-Top-Cake.— One  egg,  one  table¬ 
spoonful  of  butter,  a  small  cup  of  sweet 
milk,  one  and  a  half  cupfuls  of  flour, 
one  teaspoonful  and  a  half  ot  baking 
powder,  one  teaspoonful  of  lemon  ex¬ 
tract;  beat  the  egg  butter  and  supr  to¬ 
gether  till  light;  add  the  milk;  sift  the 
flour  and  powder  together  and  add  to 
the  rest;  last,  put  in  your  extract. 

INTERESTING  FACTS. 


What  Smoking  Costs.— The  expense 
of  smoking  three  five-cent  cigars  a  day, 
principal  and  interest,  for  ten  years,  is 
$745.74;  for  twenty-five  years,  $3,110.74. 
The  expense  of  three  ten-cent  cigars,  at 
the  end  of  ten  years  is  $1,471.56;  for 
twenty- five  years,  is  $6,382.47.  At  the 
end  of  fifty  years,  it  is  $54,162.14.
